Dr. John Travis' heart has been a part of Mississippi College for most of his adult life. It all started 
with his undergraduate years at MC serving as freshman class president in 1978 through serving as 
SCA Vice President during his senior year. Following a few years pursuing his masters out of state, he 
returned to MC and taught full-time while obtaining his PhD on the side. Now, after 25 years as a 
professor in the Mathematics Department, not only does Dr. Travis teach, but for the past 10 years 
he has been chair of his department. Noting a focus on servant leadership, he commented "I didn't 
move up but moved down to be chair". 

"Teaching at a place like Mississippi College allows me the freedom to integrate my faith. While 
math is not inherently controversial, the opportunity is always availability to pursue truth in whatever 
form. This sometimes can be explicit such as when dealing with logic but also arises in the way we 
treat our students." He also noted, "The entire Mathematics faculty is awesome! What sets our folks 
apart from other places is how they seek to develop personal relationships with students. Not only 
are our offices open to students, but our teachers value each course as important in someone's 
degree program and seek to provide the same dedication and academic excellence to students in all 
classes."
